of peace and happiness till death closed their singular and romantic 
wareer, 

A case of a very similar character is stated to have occurred in Paris, in 
1810. Mademoiselle Lafouyeade was a young woman of great personal 
beauty and illustrious family, who possessed great wealth. Among her 
pumeroas svitots was a young man, named Julien Basuet, a poor /iltéra- 
teur, or journalist, of Paris, wha proved to be her favorite lover, But her 
high birth induced her finally to reject him, and to wed a banker and a 
diplomatist of some distinction, named M, Renalle. ‘This gentleman, how- 
ever, after marriage, neglected and treated her with cruelty, She passed 
with him some years of wretchedness, and died—~as it was supposed—for 
her condition so perfectly resembled death as to deceive all who saw her. 
She was baried in an onlinary grave, in the village in which she was born. 
Bownet, filled with despair, and still inflamed by a profound attachment, 
hastened from the capital to the province in which the village lay, with the 
romantic purpose of disinterring the corpse and getting possession of her 
luxuriant tresses as a memento of her. At midnight he secretly unearthed 
the coffin, opened it, and, while in the act of detaching tho hair, he was 
stopped by the unclosing of the eyes of hor he so tenderly and ardently 
loved. She was aroused by the caresses of ber lover from her lethargy or 
eatalepsy, which had been mistaken for death. He frantically bore her to 
his lodgings in the village, and immediately employed the powerful resto~ 
ratives which his medical learning suggested. She revived, and recognized 
her preserver, and remained with him until she slowly recovered her orig- 
inal health. She bestowed her beart upon her preserver, and returned no 
more to her husband, but concealing from him her resurrection, fled with 
him to America. Twenty years aflerwaad they both returned to France, 
in the persuasion that time had so greatly altered the lady's appearance 
that her old friends would be unable to recognize ber. But it would seem 
that they were mistaken. Her former husband, at the first meeting, ac- 
tually recognized and immediately laid claim to his wife. Of course this 
claim was resisted, and a judicial tribunal sustained her and her preserver. 
It was decided that the peculiar circumstances of the case, with the long 
lapse of years, had annulled the original contract and the legality of the 
authority of the first husband, and that the man who had rescued her from 
the tomb, and with whom sbe had lived for so many years, was alone en- 
titled to claim ber as his wife. 

‘These two strange cases, though apparently similar, occurred at different 
periods and in different places. In the latter the court seem to have been 
influenced by a higher sense of justice than that of the court which was 
about to decide against the claims of the preserver of his wife, and which 
he avoided by retiring with her to a foreign country, 

Among the well-anthenticated cases of premature interment, and resto- 
ration to life, is the following, which is recorded by Ochlenschlager. It 
cecurred in Cologne in 1547. I give a translation from the original. 

“ Adocht, the reigning burgomaster at Cologne, had buried his young 
and beautiful wife. She had been subject to frequent fits, and in the last 
seemed to be dead, and was so considered. The funeral had been magnif- 
icent, aod a vanlt in the great cathedral was to hold the body, which had 
been deposited in a coffin with glass panes and iron wire on the top, ac- 
conting to the manner of the time and the rank of the family, clad in costly 
robes, the head adorned with rich garlands, and the fingers with precious 
rings. The sexton, named Peter Bold, had locked the door and returned 
home, where a scene of a very different nature awaited him. His own 
wife had prematarely given birth to a fine bay, and was totally unprovided 
with any kind of the comforts required on such occasions. His marriage 
had taken place against the desires of his employers, and he had no assist- 
ance toexpect from that quarter. Isaac the Jew was recalled to his mind ; 
but he would require a pledge. ‘A pledge!’ murmured Bold to himself; 
* and why not borrow from the dead, as nothing is to be obtained from the 
living! I have known this lady who lies yonder. She would not bave 
refused a poor man in the days of her bloom, and why should her manos 
now begrudge what will do me good, withoot injuring any one!’

PREMATURE INTERMENTS, 
AND THE UNCERTAIN SIGNS OF DEATH, 
PY GROSGR WaTTRENTON, N.D. 

The following article originally appeared in Sartain’s Mag- 
asise. We omit the introductory portion of the paper, as it 
would not particularly interest our readers. The facts con- 
tained in the part which we have transferred to our columns 
are extremely interesting, and should serve as a salutary 
warning. Especially is great caution required at this time, 
when so many are subject to tranery, and to intervals of sus- 

pended animation, which in their more external aspects are 
analagous to death. Let it ever be borne in mind that decom- 
position is the only infallible sign of dissolution —Ep, 

Jn Proses. premature interments frequently occur from the prevailing 
practice there of burying bodies too soon, In the course of twelve years, 
it w amsorted that ninety-four cases were prevented by fortuitous ciream- 
stances Of these, thirty-four persons came back to life the moment the 
funeral ceremonies were about to comunenee ; thirteen recovered by the 
tender care and attention of their families; seven from the fall of the 
colima; nine from wounds inflicted by the neadle in sewing up their 
Winding-sherts ; five from the sensations of suffocation they felt in the 
coffin; nineteen from secidental delay in interring them, and six from 
doubts entertained of their death 

In England and the United States, interments are rarely made till do- 

composition, the most infallible sign of death, bas commenced. In Ger- 
many, interment is prohibited by low for tårer days after death ; and in 
the grve-howses attached to the barial-places of some of the principal 
Towna of that nation, a curious and humane regulation exists, which re- 
quires badies brought before the end of the three days allotted them to re~ 
main, to be hòl on trestles, with rings on their toes and fingers to which 
bell-palla are attached, so that if the corpse should revive, it may, by rng- 
ing for it, have immediate abl and assistance. After the three days, bow- 
‘ever, the baly is considernd as legally dead, and must be buried whether 
life be wholly extinct ar not 

History furnishes 2 number of cases of premature interments in differ- 
ook countries, aml some of the most curious and well-authenticated of 
tbese I proceed to give. Archbishop Gero, in the town of Cologne, was 
buried alive, and died in consequence of not being released in time from 
the tomh. The same misfortune, it is stated, happened in the same place, 
to Johannes Duns Seotus, who was afterward found with his hands torn 
and bis head lacersted. The following case ix mentioned by Maximillion 
Meson. Tbe wife of one M. Mervache, s goliamith of Poictiers, having 
been bared with some rings on her fingers, which she had requested to be 
Pat on while on ber death-bed, a poor man of the neighborhood, sequainted

THE WATERS DISTURBED, 


Sreinarinin, Mass., Sept. 10, 1863 

Friend Barrran 

I was much surprised, dh looking at the Tenearsrn of this date, to see 
the statements there publighed from the pen of Dr. A. Underhill, under 
the caption of the “ Kianrone Srrapreatizen Maoxntio Wares.” The

Now that the waters are the «ume I pronounce to be wholly and ungual- 
ifledly false, and will give the reasons for what may seem a strong asser- 
tion. 

1, At the fountain head (Chase and Brittingham's Springs) there are 
two kinds of water, or two springs,* one denominated positive, and the 
other negative; the positive water being hard, clear, and entirely free 
from sediment, and of a saltish taste; the negative being soft, and contain- 
ing much sediment, and a slight brackish or sulphurous taste. At the

DARING FEAT. 

A Paris correspondent of the New York Times gives the following ac- 
count of the latest amusement devised for the wonder-loving Parisians : 

‘The feat of jumping from a balloon, the jumper sustained by an India- 
rubber rope, was duly performed on Thursday. Jt was the most stupen- 
dous exhibition of daring and address that the Parisians have yet wit- 
messed. From one side of the car of the balloon hung the India-rubber 
cond, descending one hundred and fifty feet, and then retarning and being 
fastened to the other side of the car, It thas formed a strong loop. The 
athlete was dressed as Mercury, His body, from the neck to the small 
of his back, was inclosed in a framework, which enabled him to endure 
the suspension without wrenching or dislocation. The rope passed through 
aneyelet in the middle of the back, placed so that he was held in perfect 
equilibrium, When the balloon had reached an altitude double that of the 
supposed elasticity of the cord, the voltigeur appeared on the edge of the 
car, looked over, shut his eyes, and dove into space, 

- The eyelet slipped along the rope, so that the firat one hundred and fifty 
feet were à positive fall through the air, without any resistance or break, 
The rest of the way was an elongation of the rope. It stretched four times 
its length, making in all a descent of 600 feet, accomplished in a few sec- 
onds. After having attained its Joweat point, the rope contracted once, 
perhaps 200 feet, and then descended again. There was no further re- 
bound, and no oscillation; the voltigeur lay calmly cradled in mid-air, and 
probably spent the leisure he was now permitted to enjoy in recovering his 
breath and contemplating the prospect. The æronaut above now com- 
meneed at the windlass, and gradually wound his dangling friend up again. 
In four minutes he climbed over the side of the car, having made the fast- 
est time that any human being has ever achieved, except auch as have been 
shot from cannon, as Baron Munchausen said he wax.

ANCIENT AMERICAN PYRAMID. 


The Califorma papers contain an account of the discovery of an old 
pyramid standing on the Colorado, in the midst of a sandy desert. A 
party of five persons were in search of a more feasible route to California 
across the desert, when an object struck their attention, which had so 


It was un unmistakable pyramid—somewhat in the Egyptian form, bu 


the top. 

It is, however, composed of layers or courses of stone from eighteen 
inches to three feet in thickness, and from five to eight feet in length 
‘There are fifty-two of these layers above the present level of the sands, 
averaging two feet at least—thus making the height one hundred and four 
feet 

The top of the pyramid, which was level, is fifty feet square—but by 
some convulsion of nature has been displaced, and now lies upon one of 
the sides. This must bave made the whole structure twenty feet higher. 
Such a convulsion is apparent from the decided and unnatural inclination 
out of the vertical—being nearly ten degrees from a perpendicular line. 

How much of the pyramid is buried beneath the sands it is impossible 
to say, For ages and ages they have been drifting against its baso—as 
every part of the structure bears evidence of the remotest antiquity. The 
perpendicular joints between the blocks are worn away to the width of 
five or six inches by the storms and suns of centuries,

When the munitions of the Castle were ro- Tho 
delivered to the Mexicans, a prosent wax made to Col. Seymour of this 
curious piece. Tt is not more than eighteen inches in length, while the | The 
diameter of the interior of the muzzle or bore is as much as five inches. 
It ix made of welled iron, with several strong iron bands encircling it, 
some of which pass through the small irregular-shaped piece of wood, in 
which the cannon is imbedded, and are riveted with serows firmly on the 
under wide, No recoil could detach the piece from the black of wood to 
which it is attached. This block is of ald oak, very strong, and quite diw- 
colored by age. We doubt whether Mexico contains a species of oak of 
similar fiber and strength. The piece was undoubtedly used on board 
small vessels and on the benches of boats, to throw bits of iron and atones 
at an enemy. 
The Mexicans have no tradition respecting the origin of the pieces.
